In two extemporaneous speeches delivered in St. Louis today 
William Jennings Bryan touched on Government ownership of rail- 
roads, saying that sentiment for such ownership was due to the “‘no- 


tion” 


that the railroads own the Government: 


declared himself 


favor of a dep waterway to the gulf; complimented David R. Francis 
and deprecated the idea, which he said many business men enter- 


tained, that he (Mr. Lryan) was hostile to business interests. 


He 


spoke of his own financial prosperity, and said it was due to the gen- 


erosity of the American people. 


The first address, in which Government ownership was touched 
on, was made before the Missouri Pacific Immigration Bureau at 


Druid's Hall, 


Ninth and Market streets. 


The second, containing the 


other matters beniind, was at the Merchants’ Exchange. 


At the Merchafits’ Exchange Mr. 
Bryan spoke in part as follows: 

“T appreciate this cordial welcome. 
For more reasons than one I feel at 
home here. This is the only commer- 
body in the United States that 
gent a representative to meet me in 
Europe. I met Gov. Francis in London 
and again in Paris, and passed many 
pleasant hours with him. 

“rl am glad to be here, because I am 


rarely accorded this honor by business 


at least, seem “to regard me as an ob- | 
ject of fright. 
Business Men Nervous. 

“They appear to feel that, for some 
reason, I am prejudicial to what they 
stand for as commercial leaders. Now, 
I dont propose to make a partisan 
speech. I have made enough political 
addresses already to appreciate the fla- 
vor of a non-partisan effort. 

“But there are a few thoughts I de- 
sire to have you take home with you 
today. 

“We are all men, made of the same 
clay and striving for the same end. 

“Tl have always believed in the in- 
tegrity of the American people. Re- 
considerations, they 
I am sure, their 
honest convictions. And I believe in the 
triumph of right, whether the victory 
is for me or against my party. 

“T have been accused of 
class against class. 

“When I was poor my critics said that 
T had no use for the rich; now that I 
have acquired a competency, some ASs-

poor. 
“T recall very well that the first po- 


litical convention I ever attended was in 
this hall. I was only 16 years old. I 
hadn't influence enough to get a ticket, 
but by the grace of a big policeman I 
wus helped to a place through the win- 
dow. 


People Have Aided Him. 

“T have never forgotten that incident. 
Tf in later years I have acquired money, 
itis solely because of the generosity of 
the American people. It is you and you 
alone to whom I owe what I have.” 

Mr. Bryan declared himself in favor 
of a deep waterway from the lakes to 
the Gulf; said that such a waterway 
would tend to break up the monopoly 
in freight traffic now enjoyed by the 
railroad companies, and declared that 
shipping freight by river was of greater 
advantage because river transportation 
cannot be monopolized. 

He spoke of the great benefit to the 
country of the agricultural interests. 
Hie used almost the words of his famous 
“oross of gold’ speech regarding this 
subject. 

“You may burn up the cities and they 
will spring up quickly again,”’ said he. 
“Destroy the farms and you will have 
no cities. You business men are depend- 
ent on the toiling and the producing 
Masses for your business. Without 
them you can do nothing.” > 

Mr. Bryan spoke for 20 minutes. At 
the conclusion of his speech, at 1:45 p. 
m., he was driven to Hotel Jefferson, 
where he took luncheon with a number 
of guests. Mayor Wells presided at this 
iuncheon.

Bryan concluded by expressing 
pleasure at being asked to address the 
gathering. When he started to leave 
the delegates crowded about to shake 
hands with him. 

‘“T haven't time to shake hands with 
all of you,’’ said Bryan, “but if you'll 
hold up your right hands we'll all shake 
at once.” 

Fach delegate complied, and Bryan, 
lifting beth hands, waved them at the 
crowd. Laughter greeted this act. As 
the Nebraskan left the hall somebody 
proposed three cheers for Bryan, and 
the 300 delegates yelled themselves 
hoarse. 

From the moment Mr. Bryan stepped 
from his train at Union Station this 
morning, he was surrounded by an 
army of friends and admirers, who fol- 
lowed him from place to place and final- 
ly joined in the informal procession to 
Hotel Jefferson, where he breakfasted 
and held a levee for two hours. 

At noon Mr. Bryan was the guest of 
St. Louis business men on the floor of 
the Merchants’ Exchange. Everywhere 
he was received with great enthusiasm. 
Tonight's mass meeting at the Coliseum 
promises to be a record-breaker in at- 
tendance.

SHE WAS ABOUT TO LEAVE 





Had Told Him She Couldn't

In a miserable little room on the top 
floor of a three-story building at 2013 
North Broadway this morning, Freling 
Walter, a one-legged man, aged 59, end- 
ed an argument with his wife, who had 
threatened to leave him because of his 
brutality, by striking her down and 
choking her, and then, when the neigh- 
bors came running up the stairs to the 
woman’s rescue, he hobbled into another 
room and slashed his throat with a 
razor. He died within two hours on the 
operating table at the City Hospital. 
Mrs. Walter, who is 57, has a fractured 
skull. 

The tragic quarrel came as the climax 
of domestic troubles that have been 
the chief occupation of the Walter 
family in the six’ years since Walter 
lost his leg in a machine shop. Unable 
or unwilling to work, Walter quarieled 
with his five children and his wife, with 
whom he had then lived for 32 years. 
His* two sons, Freling, 21 years old, 
and Clement, 16, feft the household two 
vears ago to escape the anger of their 
father.

— ‘Neither siavery nor involuntary 
servitude, except as a Punishment for 
crime, whereof the party shal} awe 
been duly convicted, shall exist with- 
in the United States, or in any place 
subject to their jurisdiction.” 

Charged by indictment with conspir- 
acy to violate’ this, the thirteenth 
amendment to the constitution of he 
United States, nine Missourians went to 
trial in the United States District Court 
today. 

The defendants are Charles M. Smith. 
James Smith, Rex Smith. Charles M. 
Smith Jr., Lee Rogers, William Woods, 
3enjamin Stone, Ben Fields and Floyd 
Woods. The Smiths are wealthy land 
owners. The first three are brothers. 
and Carles M. Smith is a son of Charles 
H. Smith Sr. The other five were em- 
ployed by the Smiths as guards and 
foremen on their plantation in New 
Madrid County.

Three 
months after the negroes were brought 
to: New Madrid the Smiths were arrest- 
ed charged with holding the negroes in 
a state of slavery.

The Grand Jury in the tes 


District Court indicted the Smiths, 
their employes, on two charges. One is 
a conspiracy to hold these negroes in a 
state of slavery. The charge is that they 
conspired together to deprive these men 
of the enjoyment of the privHeges con- 
ferred upon them by the Constitution of 
the United States, the regular form for 
a prosecution on a charge of slavery. 
The other indictment charges peonage, 
or the use of force to compel men to 
work as a payment of debt. The law 
came into the United States statutes 
when New Mexico became a territory 
and there have never been but seven 
cass tried in the United States under 


this statute.

“Tinsley became so vicious,’ asserted 
Pierce, ‘‘that his refusal to obey instruc- 
tions annoyed the president to the ex- 
tent of breaking dowr his health and 
forcing him to go to Europe to recuper- 
ate.

Otcerbeck Declares Principles of Christian Science Should-Be Ap- 
plied to ‘‘Lid’’ Situation—Thinks Court Action, Awakening 
Respect for Law, Alone Will Prevent Sale of Liquor. 


H. C. Ochterbeck, Mayor of Kirkwood, 
believes that the ‘‘lid’’ war being waged 
in the fashionable suburb by the Law- 
Enforcement League is radically wrong, 
because, he says, it Is a “personal cam- 
paign against an impersonal ev:1.”’ 

During Mayor Ochterbeck’s adminis- 
tration quo warranto proceelings were 
begun to deprive the three Kirkwocd 
clubs of their charters. The cases are 
now pending in the St. Louls Court of 
Appeals. Mayor Ochterbeck believes 
this method of procedure, which, he 
says, is without personal animus, Is 
the correct method. Members of the 
Law-Enforcement League have cen- 
sured what they termed the lethargy of 
the administration toward the lid sft- 
uation. 

Mayor Ochterbeck refused Tuesday to 
renew the commissions of the 10 ‘beer’ 
marshals employed by the Law Enforce- 
ment League and authorized by him 
The men are still ‘“‘beer’’ marshals, but 
without authority of law. 

Mayor Ochterbeck is a member of the 
Board of Directors of First Church of 
Christ Scientist in St. Louis, and acts as 
substitute in the absence of the first 
reader. He explained to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Tuesday how that ereed may 
be made applicable to municipal affairs. 

“T don’t fight persons—I get after the 
evil itself.’"” Mayor Ochterbeck sald. ‘In 
my opinion there Is too much personal 
feeling among the crusaders in Kirk- 
wood. You can’t reform a man or 
change his wrong manner of thought by 
abusing him. 

“Soon after I became Mayor, we in- 
stituted quo warranto' proceedings 
against the clubs here. We had no fee!l- 
ing toward the officials of the clubs or 
toward the members, and we made that 
piain. We simply wished to satisfy our- 
selves as to the legality of the organiza- 
tions. 

“We made the point that these clubs, 
unlike similar organizations in St. Louis, 
existed for the sole purpose of selling 
liquor. In St. Louts the sale of liquor 
is merely incidental—here it is the prime 
purpose. On that distinction we hope 
to have the charters revoked. We had 
gone as far as we could, and there was 
nothing to be done until the court hand- 


ed down a decision. 
“The Law Enforcement League has 








succeeded !n fighting the breweries. un- 
til they can’t delivér beer in Kirkwood. § 
But they have really gone no further 
than when they began, because the 
clubs can get the beer in their own 
wagons and deliver it to themselves, and 
they are doing so. In point of fact, noth- 
ing has been accomplished. 

“Suppose that, proceeding under the 
idea held by the crusaders, Kirkwood 
‘goes wet’ at the next election. The 
clubs still have their charters, and they 
can sell liquor in open defiance. Suppose 
they jail a steward or other official. An- 
other can be elected easily. They 
haven't got at the root of the evil. 

The trouble is that the crusaders have 
been brought up to think that the only 
way to right a wrong is to attack the 
wrongdoer. That's the wrong idea. 

“Tt is a teaching of Christian Science, 
in keeping with the Golden Rule, that 
evil should never be attacked through 
the person working evil. If you do 
me harm, if you wish me ill, no matter 
how great your offense, it is my duty 
to endeavor to change your manner of 
thought, not to change your acts dire 
ly or to seek to punish you. 
Hes all evil. By indirection we thus 
arrive at*the principle that disease Is 
an evil resulting from a wrong manner 
of thought. Jealousy causes cancer or 
tumor, being a hidden thought that 
gnaws at the vitals. Remorse causes 
consumption, and I have Known some 
remarkable cases proving it. A man 
of violent temper will probably suffer 
from some form of catarrh 

“It is not hard to understand how an 
inflamed condition of thought may re- 
act upon the vital organs, inflaming one 
or another of them. 

“If you apply this to the lid situat’on 
in Kirkwood it can readily be seen that 
a personal crusade can only prove 
harmful. It will not soothe the men 
who sell beer here, nor chinge ther 
manner of thought, to call them graft- 
ers and crooks. But if, by establish- 
ing through the courts the illezality of 
the clubs, you awake in their minds a 
sense of right and of the majesty of 
law, then you. have takena long step 
toward eradicating the evil... If they 
still persist in disobeying the law, they 
are criminals, and the only recourse {is 
to send them to the Penitentiary. That 
could still be done without any personal 
feeling in the matter. 

“The crusaders in Kirkwood will wake 
up some day to find that they have 
been pulling chestnuts out of the fire 
for someone else.’’ 

When Mayor Oc hterbeck was pressed 
or explanation of the last remark, he 
refused it, saying he had not the proof 
of what he meant, but that he was 
satisfied personally it was true. 

The three lid clubs in Kirkwood are 
the Meramec Gun and Rod Club, the 
Kirkwood Athletic Club and the Pas- 
time and Pleasure Club.

HANDSOME HATS 
FOR EQUESTRIENNES. 


A roadster show class, women drivers 
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Manager McAleer of the Ravens prob- 
ably will have five left-handed batters 
among the seven regular players of his 
1987 club. In fact, when Hartzell and 
Niles are in the game he has them now. 
They are O'Brien, Hartzell, Niles, Stone 
and Hemphill. Wallace and Jones are 
his only regular right-hand hitters. In 


a word, six-sevenths of the entire bat- 
ting power of the Ravens—Jones and 
Wallace rated as one-sixth only and 
Hemphill and Stone one-third—is left- 
handed, 

It is an established fact that these 


left-handers, in common with all others, 
are especially ineffective against pitch- 
ers of the same manual persuasion. So 
much is this so that every club in the 
American Leagues tries, as far as pos- 
sible, to pitch left-handers against the 
Ravens. 

Two or three of McAleer''s left-hand- 
ers cannot;bat at all. Niles is most in- 
efficient with the stick. He has no cut 
stroke and a poor pull. He is helpless 
before left-handers. The same may be 
said of O’Brien. Even such superior 
batters against right-handed pitchers as 
Hemphill and.Stone do not perform with 


effect before left-handed pitchers. 
With all these faulty left-handed 
batters, McAleer has a more or less 


useful left-handed pitcher in Jacobson, 
a man with a good curve ball, if noth- 
ing else. 

Now, might it not be worth Mr. Mc- 
Aleer’s while to send Jacobson South 
about Feb. 1, 1907, and with him his 
left-handed hitters, that they might 
have two months’ continual batting at 
him before the baseball season of 1997 
opens? 

There is no more reason that left- 
handed batters should be vulnerable to 
the curve of a left-handed pitchher than 
that right-handers should be helpless 
before a right-hander, save that there 
are fewer left-handers than right-hand- 
ed pitchers, and that, consequently, the 
players do not become quite so familiar 
with the left-handed curve. 

By constantly hitting left-handed 
pitchers, left-handed ‘batters should im- 
prove against them. To send six play- 
ers South one month before the body 
of the team would cost about $600. If 
the experiment proved successful the 
expenditure would be repaid one hun- 
dred fold. I do not know that it 
would, but it appears to be worth try- 
ing.
